W i n t e r . — Frequent complaints are 
made by those who are limited 
i i i their 
gardening operations, that whatever ma 
mires they do apply to their gardens, burn 
up their crops when the heat of summer is 
on. 
We have felt this inconvenience too, 
and in looking around to find a remedy,we 
have come to the conclusion that whenever 
a garden requires active stimulating ma­ 
nures, they should be applied 
in the fall 
or w inter; in this way, rank stable ma­ 
nure may be applied, and spaded or plow­ 
ed under immediately. It will have become 
by spring the proper food of plants, and as 
all manures leech upwards, the surface 
toil will be in fine condition for the growth 
of vegetables ; whereas if the manure is 
applied at planting tune, especially the 
erude manures generally applied here, just 
as vegetables are most required, they are 
fired by the action of the sun on the ma­ 
nure, and the gardener has the mortifica­ 
tion to find his labor and inoirey thrown 
away. 
Whatever manures are applied in 
the spring should he well rotted, or of a 
cooling nature. 
T here are many families 
that annually waste a barrel or two of 
leeched ashes, when had it been applied to 
the garden patch, they would have had 
early yorks’ as well as their neighbors. 
T h e soap-suds from the wash tub is a 
manure that may be applied with safety 
and with profit in the spring, and yet how 
few ever use them except to enrich the 
earth around their kitchens, and make 
loathsome mud-holes, when perfumed flow 
ors, luscious fruits, and mammoth vege­ 
tables, might have been made by them 
W e do not yet properly appreciate the im­ 
portance of a garden. 
T h e bearing it has 
■pon the happiness and health of a family 
is plainly perceptible whenever we find a 
wall conducted g a rd e n ; how highly im­ 
portant, then, that we should understand 
the proper food of plants. 
He would cer­ 
tainly be a mad physician who would give 
his fevered patients stimulants to raise the 
fever higher, until vitality was consumed. 
So with the gardener, plants are frequent­ 
ly stimulated to death, for 
the want of 
proper cooling food. 
O ur garden soils 
can scarcely he too rich, but it must he 
richness retentive of moisture, and not as 
'would be the case if the stable manure was 
applied in the spring, be a richness which 
burned everything in contact with it. 
Ho, 
I hoe, for your waggons and wheelbarrows, 
load them up, ami cover your gardens 
quickly ; plow them up, turn the manure 
tin d er; and when the early seed 
time 
•contes, you need not fear but a harvest 
feUow.— Columbus Enquirer.

O rigin of the T u rf B egs in Ireland. 


F o r m e r l y , Ireland was a vast forest.— 
So powerful was the vegetation there, that 
it was called " the Island of wood." 
It is 
now almost destitute of trees ; and when 
on a fine day in spring, it appears, though 
bare, full of sap aud youth, it seems like a 
young and lovely girl deprived of her hair. 
It is not known at what time and by what 
process this destruction was effected. 
We 
mav, however, be a s s u r e d that it wa* 
fore the Christian era, and probably at a 
much more ancient date. 
Some attribute 
it to an extraordinary 
inundation which 
oprooted the trees, levelled forests, aud 
buried them iii the bosom of the earth — 
Others, whose opinion is belter supported. 
by scientific study, believe (bat the ruin of 
the forests was the result of violent storms 
When the lofty forests that covered the 
country were compact and entire, they af 
forded each other mutual support against 
the violence of the tempests; but, in pro­ 
portion as a man requiring an open space 
for his house and field, effected clearances 
here and there, the trees near those that 
have been cut down were without support 
against the fury of the hurricane, and fel| 
before blasts that were previously power 
less ; every rum occasioned by a tempest 
produced 
a 
thousand 
others, rendered 
more easy as they were multiplied. 
T he 
work of destruction went on, and all the 
fallen trunks, descending by the natural 
declivities to lanes and the marshy parts of 
the soil, were stopped on this liquid base, 
where, heaped one above the other, year 
after year, they were mingled together, 
some preserving their natural form, others 
decomposing into vegetable matter until

M anufacture of Glass Pearls. 


G l a s s f e a r i .s , though among the most 
beautiful, cheap, and common ornaments 
for women now made, are produced by a 
very singular process. In 1656. about two 
hundred years ago, a V enetian, named 
Jaquin, discovered that the scales of a 
species of fish, called the bleak-fish, posses­ 
sed the property of communicating a pearly 
hue to water. 
He found, by experiment, 
that beads dipped 
i i i this water assumed, 
when dried, the appearance of pearls. 
It 
proved, however, that the pearly coating, 
when placed outside, was easily rubbed 
off, and the next improvement was to make 
beads hollow. 
The making of these heads 
is carried on even to this day in Venice.— 
T he beads are all blowu separately. 
By 
means of a small tube, the insides are deli­ 
cately coated with the pearly liquid, aud a 
wax coating is placed ovtfr that. It requires 
the scales of four thousand fishes to pro­ 
duce half a pint of the liquid.to w hich amal! 
quantities of salt, ammonia, and isinglass 
are afterwards added.
